HAYMARKET THEATRE. 

At this Theatre, last night, Hamlet was performed, followed by A 
Lover by Proxy, and The Pretty Girls of Stilberg.—There was a full 
house. 

Thalberg’s Concert.—Yesterday morning this great pianist gave his 
first concert at Willis’s Rooms. The welcome which he received from a 
crowded auditory was worthy of his genius and his fame. Thalberg’s 
performances now are, if that be possible, even more wonderful than 
they were felt to be during his last sojourn here. His matchless delicacy 
and powers are aided and illustrated by a fancy, of which the riches seem 
to develop themselves more luxuriantly every day. To compare any 
other pianist with Thalberg—if the comparison shall involve equality of 
merit—is preposterous. Thalberg is himself alone. “ He has no bro- 
ther. He is like no brother.” His musical 
“ aéry buildeth in the cedar’s top, 
And dallies with the wind, and scorns the sun.” 
Among great performers on his delightful instrument, he is great beyond 
the reach of rivalry. His new Grand Studio—the second of the pieces 
which he played yesterday—exhibited some matchless effects. Of Thal- 
berg himself, we feel it to be impossible to speak in terms of praise too 
high—and, assuredly, we feel how sadly our praise lacks the merit of 
discrimination ; but of some other parts of the concert, we find ourselves 
at liberty to express opinions somewhat less favourable. The singing was, 
| with the exception of “ DerWanderer,” by Staudigl, by no means first-rate. 
Madame Heinefetter—great creature as she frequently approves her- 
self on the stage—is, like many other great singers, uncertain in the 
concert room. Yesterday, in the song, “ Waldvdglein,” she sang too 
loud, and her tones became, in consequence, thin and hard. But hard- 
ness is the besetting sin of German singers. Eminent as musicians, 
many of them are. Almost invariably correct as timeists—always re- 
spectable from their earnestness, and sometimes more than respectable, as 
the earnestness rises into fervour—still the greatest of German singers 
may not be depended ‘on for the production of the purest and highest 
effects of singing. In the quality of their tones, they are almost invariably 
defective. Zone absolutely purified and refined is the exclusive property 
of the greatest Italian singers. In the best schools of Italy—in a/J the 
great Italian schools of former days—tone is the one great requisite, with- 
out which all other properties that may appertain to an educated voice, 
! are reputed as of little worth. Madame Heinefetter for instance, has a 
splendid voice, but her tone (not her intonation) is uncertain. Of the ex- 
quisite crescendos with whichGrisi delights her auditors, Madame Heine- 
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fetter is utterly incapable. The German lady’s notes are produced, at 
times, as if they were square. The volume of sound wants symmetry ; 
and the fone, moreover, of the whole volume is apt to be produced, not 
purely from the chest, but to be formed in the front part of the mouth. 
The effect is, as we have stated, thinness and harshness. Staudigl is, in 
like manner, a great singer. He has a splendid deep voice, profound 
musical talent, taste, feeling; but in tone, how far he falls below the 
level of Lablache.
